DICKMANN CHALLENGED 
TO MAKE GOOD ON OPENING 
‘ALL THE BALLOT BOXES’ 


JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 9. 
HAIRMAN CHARLES FER- 
GUSON of the Republican 
State Committee today chal- 

lenged Mayor Bernard F. Dick- 
mann of St. Louis to “make 
good” on his statement that he 
is in favor of opening all the 
ballot boxes in a contest for 
the governorship, 

Ferguson contended the boxes 
could be opened only by a for- 
mal contest and- hot a legisla- 
tive “investigation” such as out- 
lined by the Democratic State 
Committee. 

“Mayor Dickmann cannot 
evade responsibility for the part 
his political forces have played 
in the present situation,” Fer- 
guson said. “Even now Mayor | 
Dickmann’s city chairman, Rob- 
ert E. Hannegan, is in Jefferson 
City, riding herd on the St, 
Louis members of the Legisla- 
ture to insure that they will vote 
to defy the Constitution and pre- 
vent the seating of Governor- 
elect Donnell.” 

Ferguson said the Mayor’s 
statement that he favored open- 
ing every ballot box “indicates 
that he has sensed the rising 
storm of public resentment, and 
would like to flee from the 
wrath to come.” 


1] FIRMS INDICTED, 


FOUR STAI BREAD 


32 Officers of Companies 
Also Named at. Philadel- 
phia at Start of. Nation- 
wide Federal Drive. 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 9 (AP).— 
A Federal grand jury indicted 11 
baking companies and 32 officers 
today on charges of conspiracy to 
fix the prices of bread and bakery 
products in Eastern Pennsylvania, 
Delaware, Southern New Jersey and 
Eastern Maryland. 

R. McDonald Gray, special assist- 
ant to the United States Attorney- 
General, aiding in the investigation, 
said the indictments were the first 
in a nation-wide drive by the anti- 
trust divieion of the Department of 
Justice. 

The indictments charged that 
since about Aug. 1, 1936, the firms 
“have ben continuously engaged in 
wrongful and unlawful combination 
and conspiracy in restraint of in- 
terstate trade and commerce in 
bread and bakery proudcts, in viola- 
tion of the. Sherman Anti-Trust 
Act.” 

It also accused the companies of 
engaging in an “unlawful combina- 
tion and conspiracy to limit the 
size and regulate the weights of, 
loaves of bread” and “to fix... 
non-competitive prices for the~sale 
of bread” .. « 

The firms, the indictments 
charged, set up a code of practices 
to fix a minimum discount rate on 
the price of bread sold to jobbers 
or agents for resale to retailers and 
consumers. 

These codes, the indictment said, 
restrained the rights of individuals 
to engage freely in the marketing 
of bread in interstate commerce, 
The 11 companies named were: 
Continental Baking Co., General 
Baking Co. and the Ward Baking 
Co., all of New York; Freihofer 
Baking Co., William Friehofer, Bak- 
ing Co. and Parkway Baking Co., 
all of Philadelphia; 

Fischer Baking Co. and Dugan 
Brothers of New Jersey, Inc., both 
of Newark, N. J.; Hazelton Baker-|'* 
ies, Inc., of Binghamton, N. Y.; 
Huber Baking Co., Wilmington, 
Del., and Capital Bakers, Inc., Har- 
risburg, Pa. 


ROOSEVELT CALLS 
LEASE-LEND BLL 
GONFERENGE. OF 
BONGRESS CHIEFS 


Meeting Expected to. Clear 
Way for Introducing To- 
morrow Legislation Giv- 
ing Him Almost: Unlimit- 
ed Authority. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt called Demo- 
cratic leaders of the House and 
Senate today to a late afternoon 
conference on legislation to give 
him virtually unlimited authority 
to lend and lease war materials to 
Great Britain and other nations 
fighting the Axis powers. 

The meeting, it was believed, 
might clear the way for introduc- 
tion of the bill tomorrow. ' Head- 


ing the list of those asked to attend 
were Speaker Rayburn and Senate 
]| Majority Leader Barkley. 

On high authority, it was said 
that the measure as now drawn 
neither imposes a top limit on pos- 
sible lend-lease aid nor sets up a 
corporation to handle such aid. 

On the contrary, the bill was said 
to make possible future appropria- 
tions for the program in any 
amount which Congress may vote 
and to delegate to the administra- 
tion full responsibility for handling 
the aid, 


. Preparing Supplemental Budget. 
Stephen Early, White House 
press secretary, said that a supple- 
mental budgec was being prepared 
by the Treasury to list funds needed 
for the new program and that until 
this was submitted to the White 
‘House, the President would not pre- 


requests in addition to the $17,500,- 
000,000 he asked for yesterday for 
the fiscal year beginning July 1. 

Pending introduction of the lease- 
lend legislation, efforts toward ex- 
panding the output of munitions 
and increasing the amounts sent 
abroad were being stepped up. 

One administration official re- 
ported that “we are working hard” 
on plans for releasing airplanes to 
Greece and “hope to do something 
soon.” He said none had been re- 
leased to Greece yet. 

Robert P. Patterson, under-secre- 
tary, said the War Department 
had received an excellent response 
from industry in its efforts to in- 
crease the working time of. facto- 
ries producing critical defense 
items, including machine tools. The 
department, Patterson said, has 
taken “active measures” along this 
line in co-operation with William 
S. Knudsen, defense production 
chief. Knudsen recently asked that 
additional shifts be put to work 
and more workers be trained in 
key defense industries. 

Leaders Go Over Bill. 

Senate and House Democratic 
leaders went over a rough outline 
of the bill at separate conferences 
yesterday with Secretary of the 
Treasury Morgenthau and Secre- 
tary of State Hull and department- 
al legal experts. 

It was learned afterward that 
efforts were being made to complete 
the bill for’ simultaneous introduc- 
tion in both houses tomorrow. 
Chairman Bloom of the Foreign 
Affairs Committee will offer it in 
the House for reference to his 
committee. Senate plans .on this 
score were not indicated. | 
Speaker Rayburn promised 
prompt House action, saying, “Speed 
is of the essence.”

Defendants’. naméd in “that in- 
dictment ‘are the Illinois Iowa Pow- 
er Co., Missouri Power & Light Co., 
James D. Mortimer of New York, 
Henry L. Hanley of Chicago and 
Aura C. Hall of Decatur, Ill. The 
two corporations are units in the 
utility system of which Union Elec- 
tric Co. also is a member and of 
which the North American Co, is 
the parent holding company. 

The Department of Justice 
stepped into the Union Electric 
case after SEC evidence was intro- 
duced at the perjury trial here last 
summer of Frank J. Boehm, for- 
‘mer executive vice-president of 
Union Electric, showing that for- 
mer executives of the company col- 
lected a political slush fund of 
more than $579,000. Boehm was 
convicted of having given perjured 
testimony in the SEC investigation 
and was sentenced to five years in 
— prison. His appeal is pend- 
ng 

The Springfield grand jury inves- 
tigation was directed by Assistant 
United States Attorney General’ O. 
John Rogge, then chief of. the crim- 
inal division of the Department of 
Justice, assisted by District Attor- 
ney Howard Doyle and a staff from 
the Department of Justice.

But so 
many other terrors preceded it—so 
many other unbearable shocks and 
strains and disillusionments — that 
the peoples were worn out before 
the war ever. came, 


There was the last war, from 
which much of Europe never recov- 
ered. There were inflations and de- 
flations and depressions and panics. 
‘There was party and racial strife. 
There. were civil wars. There were 
the’ prewar preparations and the 
‘prewar crises. And now there are 
the 16 months of the war itself. 


On the Allied side; — fe the 
ogy he of —* Germany rise 
again, only 
ead a0ex punten ‘for good.” How 
can the “German Problem” be 
solved, if it was not solved in 1918? 
There are ways of.solving it, of 
course, but the man in the street 
may be forgiven if he does not see 
them clearly. 

On the Allied side, there is the 
further. hopelessness of the ap- 
palling costs of war in blood and 
treasure and freedom. Even if the 
Allies “win,” what can be the fruits 
of their victory? Here, again, there 
are answers, but here, again, the 
man in the street many be forgiven 
if he does not see them clearly. 
There is also, on the Allied side, 
the hopelessness of the failure to 
solve the peoples’ own problems, 
with the result that the peoples 
have lost much of their faith in 
their own ideals. The world de- 
pression is Adolf Hitler’s most po- 
tent ally. 


Appalling Cost to Germany. 


But there is a hopelessness. on 
the German side, too. It is true 
that Germany has risen again. But 
the price’ in wear and tear on the 
people’s nerves has been appalling, 
and, millions of Germans have 
ceased to believe, if they ever did, 
that it is possible to hope for re- 
wards which would: be worth the 
price. 

The German people are tired, as 
few people in the world have ever 
been tired without breaking down. 
In a single generation, they have 
gone through a major war, a star- 
vation blockade and a catastrophic 
defeat; they have had two revolu- 
tions; they have had their cur- 
rency wiped out altogether once 


tiand have been seriously threatened

R.A.F. Bombs Italian Air- 
ports Along Libyan Coast

CAIRO, Jan. 9 (AP).—Britain’s 
swiftly .advancing desert forces, 
paced by one of the heaviest and 
most widespread aerial assaults yet 
loosed by the Royal Air Force in 
Africa, have pushed to Gazala, 120 
miles inside Libya. and 40 miles 
west of Tobruk, the British an- 
nounced officially today. 

The Middle East command also 
reported that a native rebellion in 
Western Ethiopia had forced Fas- 
cist forces to flee from the outpost 
of Gubba. 

The lightning advance in Libya 
was said to have beén made yester- 
day by army units which swept 
around Tobruk to deliver an attack 
on Gazala. 

This attack was reported in 
an R. A. F. headquarters announce- 
ment which said “the army has just 
taken 40 aircraft at an abandoned 
airdrome at E] Adem, near Tobruk, 
and 35 aircraft at Gazala, all un- 
serviceable from low dive attacks 
made on airdromes last week.”

Halifax himself echoed part of 
the’ Prime Minister’s sentiments 
when he said: 
“We are encouraged by the knowl- 
edge that will to resist this German 
attempt to secure world domina- 
tion is as strong on the other side 
of the Atlantic as it is here, and 
we do not doubt that achievement 
of our purpose is within the power 
of the English-speaking peoples.” 
Practically every member of the 
Cabinet attended the luncheon, giv- 
en at the Savoy Hotel. The Pil- 
grims is a British-American organi- 
zation for the promotion of good 
will between the United States and 
the British Empire. 

Address by Churchill. 

"The text of Churchill’s speech 
follows: 

“Tt is no exaggeration to say that 
the future of the whole world and 
the hopes of a broadening civiliza- 
tion founded upon Christian ethics, 
depend upon the relations between 
the British Empire or common- 
wealth of nations and the United 
States of America. 

“The identity of purpose and per- 
sistence of resolve prevailing 
throughout the English-speaking 
world will, more than any other 
single fact, determine the way of 
life which will be open to genera- 
tions, and perhaps to centuries, 
which follow our own.

Railroad Association Counsel De- 
nounces Proposal as “Danger- 
ous Politically.” 

NEW YORK, Jan. 9 (AP)-—Con- 
struction of the St. Lawrence sea- 
way project would prove a “serious 
deterrent” to national defense, R. V. 
Fletcher, general counsel of the As- 
sociation of American Railroads, 

said today. 

Addressing the Atlantic States 
Shippers’ Advisory Board at its an- 
nual luncheon meeting, Fletcher 
said in a speech there was no jus- 
tification for diverting defense 
funds to “a project which will not 
be available until long after the 
present peril has passed.” 

He denounced the proposed sea- 
Way as “unsound economically and 
dangerous politically,” asserting it 
would benefit only a very small 
section of the country and that 90 
per cent of its cost would fall on

The proposed waterway, he said, 
would be vulnerable to bombing 
planes and saboteurs.

Pritt asserted his group had hat- 
ed Adolf Hitler longer and harder 
than the people who now call it ea 
pro-Hitler organization. To the 
question of how he planned to get 
in touch with the German masses 
so they would know it was time to 
revolt, Pritt suggesied that British 
planes might do it with pamphlets.

This is probably .the para- 
mount fact underlying the question 
of “aid to Britain” today. 

At the moment, the main fields 


in which aid is sought are planes 
and ships. Of these two, the more 
urgent appears to be ships. 

The British still boast their ships 


‘Irule the seas, but they have dis- 


covered the danger to their mari- 
time commerce is more serious than 
that from the air. 

Their marine deficiencies;are in 
both freight ships and warships, 
and one leads’ to the other. The 
lack of enough fighting vessels to 
protect freight vessels leads to 
more losses among the freighters. 
The British are sending convoys 
of slox-moving freighters, 20 and 
25 in a group, across the Atlantic 
strung out over as much as 30 
miles with only one converted mer- 
chant cruiser and perhaps a de- 
stroyer to guard them. 

The destroyer, likely as not, :: 
one of those released from coastal 
patrol duty and short-range convoy 
work by the 50 destroyers obtained 
from the United States. 


Only Outside Link. 


These convoys are virtually Eng- 
land’s only link with the outside 
world. They are the prey of the 
Nazi counter-blockade of surface 
raiders, submarines and coastal 
bomber planes. 

German air and sea raiders are 
attacking and sinking British ships 
within a few hundred miles of the 
British coast. 

British officials and neutral 
shipping circles agree that Ger- 
many’s sea siege against the British 
Isles ig.more serious than in 1917. 
British naval circles are grateful 
for the destroyers from the United 
States, but say Britain’s maritime 
situation has grown worse since 
their delivery three months ago. 

They have suggested that Ameri- 
can freighters and tankers, operat- 
ing or building, be sold, leased, 
swapped or given outright to Eng- 
land. British Shipping Minister Sir 
Ronald Cross said a few days ago 
that he had “covetous eyes” on for- 
eign ships laid up in American 
| ports. 

The British say, however, any of 
these aids would not help much un- 
less enough American warships 
were provided—under the British 
flag or under the American flag— 
to convoy the merchantmen across 
‘the seas.

British pilots with whom I have 
talked say they like to fly the 
American planes. They describe 
them as being soundly built, easy 
to fly and reliable in a pinch. 

This is borne out by the almost 
phenomenally small number of 
losses of American planes. Figures 
are a secret, but it is known that 
on a proportional basis the losses 
of American planes have been con- 
siderably less than of British. 

Up to mid-December, for. exam- 
ple, not an American plane being 
flown from Canada to England had 
been lost at sea, although British 
experts said they did not expect to’ 
keep up the record throughout the 
winter. 

The only complaint British fly- 
ers have against American planes 
is-that they are less heavily armed 
than the British, but that is being 
remedied fast both in the original 
models as they are built in the 
United States and by the planes be- 
ing converted after they reach 
England. 

American bombers, particularly 
the long-range type equipped with 
the army’s Sperry bomb sight, were 
welcomed by the British as mak- 
ing up a temporary shortage in the 
planes with which the R. A F. is 
pounding Germany's key industries.

Editor Asks Rival Defense 
Groups to Unite in Urg- 
ing Speed-Up in U. S. 
Preparedness. 


EMPORIA, Kan., Jan. 9 (AP).— 
William Allen White appealed last 
night for an end to name-calling 
among rival citizen defense com- 
mittees and asked all such groups 
to unite in urging Congress to 
speed up preparedness, 

Replying to an invitation to join 
the America First Committee, the 
Emporia editor who last week re- 
signed as active chairman of the 
Committee to Defend America by 
Aiding the Allies, asserted: 

“.. « Our emotional friends who 
jibe one another as war mongers 
and appeasers are good folk who 
let their emotions overcome their 
common sense. Can’t we serve our 
country best from now on by ask- 
ing people to respect one another’s 
opinions, not to call names, to real- 
ize that this is an honest difference 
between good citizens and not a 
time for the billingsgate of big- 
otry? . — * 

White, who remained as honorary 
chairman of the group he organ- 
ized and formerly headed, ad- 
dressed the reply to Gen. Robert 
E. Wood, national chairman of the 
America First Committee. 

Asserting that as “long as we 
are delivering any blow to Hitler 
it should not be a mushy blow, but 
a knockout,” White said the two 
committees “had much in common,” 
but noted this difference: 

“Our committee desires quite as 
sincerel as your committee to 
keep this country out of war. We 
would follow the President in,aid- 
ing Great Britain. Apparently you 
would hesitate.” 

White did not give a definite 
“ves” or “no” answer to Gen. 
Wood's invitation.

HE message of the President 
T tormaty makes it the official 

policy of the United States to 
support the struggle for a free or- 
der in our world and to resist the 
establishment of a, totalitarian or- 
der. For eight months, since the 
invasion of Holland in May, this 
policy has been before the Ameri- 
can people, and on all the occasions 
when they could express themselves 
responsibly, their verdict has been 
in favor of this policy. 
This policy was the controlling 
issue at the Republican convention 
in June. But for the fact that 
Wendell Willkie alone among the 
candidates was clearly committed 
to this policy, he would never have 
been nominated against the field. It 
was the controlling consideration at 
the Democratic convention, But for 
Roosevelt's clear identification with 
the whole problem of the war, it 
is in the highest degree unlikely 
that he would have been nominated 
for a third term bv a virtually 
unanimous convention, The issue 
was presented to the voters not 
once but repeatedly by both Willkie 
and Roosevelt, and when the voters 
went to the polls they knew that 
the winner of the election would 
declare the policy that the Presi- 
dent has now declared. Moreover, 
during the’ summer the Congress 
by repeated votes—for a two-ocean 
navy, for a great air force and 
for conscription in time of peace— 
committed itself to the view that 
the United States must be defend- 
ed against a victory of the triple 
Axis. 
. * * 

HIS, then, is no unexpected 
T declaration of policy by Presi- 

dent Roosevelt as an individual) 
person. This is a national policy, 
considered for three-quarters of a 
year by free discussion in the press 
and on the platform, through po- 
litical conventions, through con- 
gressional proceedings, and finally 
through a national election. If 
ever there was a case of the full 
employment of the process of de- 
mocracy to settle a national pol- 
icy, this is it. No one can sug- 
gest that this policy has not been 


openly and freely placed before 
the people. No one can suggest 


— 


that this policy has not been sub- 
jected to every procedure known 
to democracy, No one can deny 
that by every means available un- 

der the institutions and customs ye" 
democracy, this policy has re- 
ceived the conscious and deliberate 
approval of the nation. 

Is it now to be suggested that 
the decision so taken is not to be 
acted on, that the whole question 
is to be debated again and thrown 
open to another agitation as if it 
were a new question which had 
never before been submitted to the 
people? To take this view of the 
rights and duties of Congress is to 
argue that while democracy re- 
quires that the people shall debate 
their policies, they are not to reach 
a decision as a result of their de- 
bate. For if now we have to argue 
all over again what we have been 
arguing for eight months, then we 
shall make democracy ridiculous: 
We shall prove that democracies 
can only talk themselves into in- 
action and confusion. 

* * * 

HE issue before Congress and 

the country today is* not 

whether America shall’ be de- 
fended by supporting those who re- 
sist aggression. The people have 
spent eight months settling that is- 
sue, and therefore in all reason the 
only question left is how to do ef- 
fectively and wisely what has been 
decided and promised. There is 
here no undetermined question of 
principle. In principle the only is- 
sue now is whether the decision of 
the people that this shall be Amer- 
ican policy is to be overthrown and 
reversed—or, what is even worse, 
the carrying out of their decision 
delayed and thus defeated. 

The issue is whether democracy 
works, whether deliberate debate 
can produce effective decisions and 
whether effective decisions ‘can 
then produce practical results. It 
is a momentous issue. For if de- 
mocracy does not work in America 
because it gets itself bogged down 
in unending agitation and repeti- 
tive debate and a legislative fili- 
buster, then it is defeated here, 
and it will not survive the test to 
which: it is subjected.

Bidding by about 130 lumber deal-/ tact 
ers for shares in Government orders 
for about $2,000,000 worth of lum- 
ber for Camp Leonard Wood, the 
Seventh Corps Area training cen- 
ter under construction near Rolla, 
Mo., and for three other camps 
in the South, began today in the 
gymnasium at Jefferson Barracks. 

Five representatives of the pro- 
curement division of the Quarter- 
master Corps from Washington 
were in charge of the bidding; 
which will continue tomorrow. Rep- 
resentatives of some of the largest 
lumber firms in the country par- 
ticipated. 

About 20,000,000- board feet of the 
lumber will be used for the Rolla 
camp, the rest for Camps Walters 
and Bowie, in Texas, and for an 
armored division camp in Louisi- 
ana. 

The sale, a sort of auction in re- 
verse, with bidders. offering to sell’ 
rather than buy, proceeded in work- 
manlike fashion. Bidders sat at 
long tables, with lists of wanted 
items before them. As the “auc- 
tidneer” called off the number of 
an item, bidders would enter their 
bids on slips and pass them to a 
center table, where clerks sorted 
them and an announcement of the 
low bidder was promptly made, 

More than. 50,000,000 board feet 
of lumber is being bought, in lots 
of 200 to 50,000 board feet.

Four measures were adopted for 
improving the Paris supply:

Autarchial Methods. 


The reasons for the painful situa- 
tion in Paris are simple.. The in- 
experienced French Government 
tried to solve the price problem by 
autarchial methods, and the results 


lwere not always the best. Maxi- 


mum prices were laid down for all 
necessary products by department 
prefects at the beginning of the 
winter. Farmers were prevented 
from selling at remunerative prices. 


Paris prices were fixed at nearly 
25 per cent below those in nearby 
departments, with the result that 
living in Paris was relatively cheap 
but the population was virtually 
starving, for the farmers would not 
send in their produce. 


At the same time, the prefect of 
each department felt inclined to 
play the role of dictator and often 
forbade exportation, with the re- 
sult that some departments had an 
oversupply of foodstuffs while oth- 
ers had none.

Government ‘in Caribbean Possessions. 


Can Maintain Strong 


AJ. GEORGE FIELDING 

ELIOT, strategic expert and 

author, whose articles have 
appeared frequently in the 
Post-Dispatch, has written to the 
Post-Dispatch in reply to questions 
asked of him by this newspaper, 
relating particularly to defense 
problems of the United States in 
the Caribbean region. 

The questions asked of Maj. Eliot 
as to British possessions in the 
Caribbean, and his reply, were: 

Q. There is a good deal of talk 
about acquisition by the United 
States of the British possessions in 
the Caribbean in exchange for 
loans or credits. Is it desirable, in 
your opinion, from a defense point 
of view, for us to acquire these 
islands outright? Would or would 
not our eventual fortifications on 
the leased bases dominate the 
islands, from a naval and aviation 
point of view? 


Sovereignty Desirable. 


A, Naturally, our military and na- 
val authorities would feel more se- 
cure as to their leased bases if 
this country had full sovereignty 
over the islands on which the 
bases are located. 


If we are to assume that there 
will always be a strong British 
Government in those islands, capa- 
ble of maintaining order and fully 
co-operating with us, that would 
be one thing. But we have no 
such assurance; we do not know 
what the future holds for Britain, 
nor what the political and sociai 
conditions of the British West In- 
dies may be if the Home Govern- 
ment goes down. 


However, an island which  con- 
tained a fortified and garrisoned 
American base should, in general, 
be dominated by that base and in 
an emergency the garrison should 
be able to maintain order or at 
least secure the security of the 
base. 

The point is that it might be 
embarrassing for this responsibility

to be suddenly placed upon the 


i garrison at a moment when other 


activities required its attention; the 
possibility of espionage and sabo- 
tage, etc., amongst an uncontrolled 
or disorderly. native population 
would certainly be exploited to our 
disadvantage by our enemies. 

Indeed, the answers to all of your 
questions in this category rest 
very largely upon the ability and 
willingness of Great Britain to 
maintain domestic order in her 
American possessions for the fu- 
ture; and that in turn rests very 
largely upon what Great Britain’s 
future is going to be. If Britain 
is defeated in this war, it is quite 
possible that we shall have to take 
over the administration of these 
islands in order to prevent others 
doing so, or to forestall a com- 
plete state of anarchy. 


French Holdings. 


As to the French possessions in 
the same part of the world, the 
Post-Dispatch’s question and Maj. 
Eliot’s answer were: 

Q. Would the presence of the 
French islands, notably the appar- 
ently heavily fortified Martinique, 
prejudice our defense problem? 

A. The presence of the French 
islands will always be a source of 
an--iety while there is any possibili- 
ty of their being exploited by a 
power whose interests are contrary 
to those of the United States. 

Martinique lies in the ,middle of 
the chain of islands m Puerto 
Rico to Trinidad, and from an- 
other viewpoint commands two of 
the many passages through the Les- 
ser Antilles fromthe Atlantic Ocean 
into the Caribbean Sea. It is an 
isolated position, and if we were to 
be involved in hostilities, Marti- 
nique could not hope to hold out 
very long against the scale of as- 
sault which we could bring against

ducing Martinique, the delay might 
ha\. serious consequences; it would 


be far better to eliminate in ad-!

IFE in Germany since the out+ 
break of the war-has been 
stripped of almost all its luxury 
and formality, and conditioned al- 
most entirely on such essentials as 
food, clothing and heat. : 

Even those with more than avere 
age incomes find almost every de- 
cision centered about such factors, 
One visits one’s friends at meal 
times, usually if one is ‘prepared 
to leave meat tickets, and one’s 
Sunday afternoon ride is on the 
street car or a bus that operates 
on synthetic fuel. New passenger 
automobiles are not being produced 
and gasoline is needed more for aire 
planes than pleasure trips. 

Unrationed goods fhat are free- 
ly available have been the object of 
capacity attention. Concerts and 
operas are crowded and book sales 
have been high. Many of the luxe 
ury items are no longer being 
manufactured, however, because 
workmen are required for wartime 
jobs, and no matter how much one 
is prepared to pay for a suit of 
clothes, it still requires 80 of the 
clothing card’s 150 points, which 
must be spread over a full year’s 


needs. 
Conditions Are Stable. 


This combination, plus the rigid 
control exercised over prices, has 
kept living conditions relatively 
stable during the entire year. Price 
control has been in effect 
1936, but it met its first real test 
when the war began. The sole sub- 
sequent change is claimed by Nazi 
officials as one of the outstanding 
successes of their controlled econ- 
omy. 

The Reich statistical bureau, us- 
ing 1913 as a base, said recently 
that general commodity prices in 
the first 12 months of the war rose 
from 107.1 to 110.8, an increase of 
only 3.5 per cent. Rents remained 
stable in the face of an acute hous- 
ing shortage and the general cost 
of living index, the bureau report- 
ed, rose in the period from 127.3 
to 133.1, or 46 per cent. In the 
succeeding months, some of these 
indices even dropped off slightly, 
and all have been subject to little 
more than seasonable variations. 

This has a dual importance. It 
means that most Germans are able 
to pay for the items they are al

Employment would not, as now, be 


rendered difficult after 21 by the fact 
that a man—although not yet called—is 
subject to call for training. 

As a long-run provision for national 
defense, it is logical and superior to the 
present arrangement. 

Nevertheless, before passage of the 
bill, some consideration should be given 
to several disadvantages which stem from 
the situation produced by our present 
deficiency of trained youths. 

In the immediate future, should hos- 
tilities break out, it is unfortunately true 
that the whole brunt of war would fall 
on youths between 18 and 21. 

Sacrifice of the nation’s youth at this 
juncture might win it a war and lose 
it a peace. Our birth-rate is declining. 
We can afford to be lavish with money 
and materials. We must be miserly with 
our young men. 

Until the class system gets well under 
way, allowing the army to call up trained 
reserves of every age, it must not be- 
come a method of discriminating against 
the very young.

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FATHER OF THE BOY SCOUTS. 

Boys around the world called him “Bathing Tow- 
el,” but that was only a measure of the intimate af- 
fection they felt for Lord Robert Baden-Powell. They 
knew the grand old warrior as a boy’s man—a man 
who understood their active, eager, curious ways and 
the things they liked to do. When they looked at his 
picture, quizzical eyes twinkled at them from under 
the flat brim of his field hat and a friendly smile 
formed along his stubby gray mustache and broke 
into his weathered cheeks. “Bathing Towel,” with 
his relish for hiking and camping and swimming and 
woodcraft and outdoor games, was their kind. 

It was at the famous defense of Mafeking in South 
Africa, during the Boer War, that the idea of the 
Boy Scouts came to him. He was in command in the 
remote heart of Bechuanaland, and. in that long- 
drawn-out siege, the mettle of everyone in the little 
town was tested. Its boys, organized and drilled 
by Lord Edward Cecil, provided an efficient and val- 
uable messenger service. 

Two years later, Baden-Powell went back to Eng- 
land, where he proposed the basic. idea of scotting— 
an organization of boys, with qualified leaders, op- 
erating ‘as a recreational, body-building, non-military 
public service. The plan spread quickly and when he 
retired the British army in 1910, it was to de⸗

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MR. ROOSEVELT’S BUDGET MESSAGE. 

The budget for the next fiscal year, the President 
announced in his message to Congress yesterday, rises 
to the stupendous total of almost 17% billion dollars, 
and yet this is only a preliminary figure. Large addi- 
tions may be necessary: more for the arms program 


@s needs develop, more for civilian training, plus} 


whatever number of billions the lease-lend. program 


Huge as the total is, most of the economy agitation 
usually heard at the budget season willbe silent this 
time. This is because the greater part of the budget | 
(62 per cent) is earmarked for national defense, and 
the country is agreed that no expenditure, no Aeri⸗ 
fice, is too great to insure America’s security. 

Various items of non-military expenditures have 
been cut, the President shows, yet many Government 
departments, because of the demands made on all. 
administration by the defense program, can reduce 
their budgets little, if at all. At the same time, 
Mr. Roosevelt, pledges continuance of his administra- 
tion’s social and economic programs, with cuts only 
in those categories where increased employment, 
brings relief. The net reduction is trifling, however. . 

Agreed as everyone is upon the vital necessity for 
making the country impregnable against attack, 
there is still no need for reckless spending, even in 
such a cause. To be parsimonious about defense 
would be criminal folly, but the watchdogs of the 
Hearings 
after the World War showed how failure to co-ordi- 
nate defense measures and supply purchasing brought 
tremendous waste. Not cheese-paring but watchful- 
ness should be the order of the day, 

National security cannot be purchased merely by 
shoveling out money from the Treasury. Every 
dollar sweated from the taxpayer must be made to 


warks. All this may be obvious, but it must be kept 
constantly before Congress and the administration, 
particularly in view of the President’s air of non- 
chalance in discussing the national debt limit. The 
old limit, of course, is gone with the wind, but‘ the 
present emergency does not mean that all danger 
signs can be removed with impunity. 

How is all this to be paid for? Undoubtedly, the 
larger national income derived from heightened pro- 
duction will bring in greatly increased revenues. The 
debt cannot be passed on in toto to the next genera- 
tion, nor can it all be settled by pay-as-you-go taxa- 
tion. It is up to Congress, on the advice of experts, to 
fix new taxes where they will bring maximum return 
without an undue burden tpon our economy. 

It is reassuring to find the President planning 
both defenses against foreign aggression and domestic 
defenses against want and insecurity. Congress 
should heed his recommendation for continuing and 
broadening the social security programs. Another 
sound step is the deferring of non-defense public 
works, and their pooling into a post-emergency 
program to help absorb labor when the arms plants 
begin cutting their payrolls. This is an aspirin 
tablet, ready for the morning-after headache. 

Seventeen billions plus is a-tremendous sum, but 
it is only part of the bill for preparedness alone. It 
would be a mere drop in the bucket beside the huge 
cost of participation in war. This is something for 
Congress to consider as it studies the budget.

alike: may well study your editorial of 
last Sunday, “Jesse James Had a Horse.” 
Aside from its literary pungency, it reflects 
a discernment and an understanding of the 
State Constitution which are missing from 
the reported discussions of party leaders. 
An “investigation” of the election by the 
Legislature will have no more effect on the 
result of the election than an investigation 
by the St. Louis Board of Education. The 
State Constitution does not give the General 
Assembly power to conduct an investigation, 
or to prevent the Governor-elect taking of- 
fice. And the plan to retain Gov. Stark in 
office pending the outcome of the extra-legal 
procedure is nonsense. 


D EMOCRATIC and Republican leaders 


The State Constitution provides the Gov-' 
}ernor shall hold office until his successor is 


“elected and qualified” (Article V, Section 2). 
Stark's successor, whoever he may be, was 


elected last Nov. 5. The returns of that 


election show it is Donnell who was elected. 
Whether or not the returns are true is be- 
side. the point. The only method of upset- 
ting\them is the “contest” provided by the 
State Constitution—not an investigation. 
The constitutional direction to the Speaker 
of the House to announce the result does 


not give the Speaker or the Legislature’ 


power to affect the result. His duty is 
merely ministerial, and a failure to per- 
form it cannot change the result. 
Donnell having been elected on the face of 
the returns, he will be Governor, and Stark 
will be. out of office as soon as Donnell is 
“qualified.” This will oceur if, on the day 
his term of office begins, he takes the oath. 
= . 


At that moment, Stark’s authority will 
cease and Donnell’s will begin. And Donnell 
will continue to be Governor unless and un- 
til he is unseated in a contest such as the 
State Constitution provides. 

‘It has been said the Legislature is. the 
sole judge of these questions and the courts 
may not intervene and decide them. As a 
practical matter, this is erroneous if Donnell 
acts as the State Constitution contemplates. 
The Legislature is the sole judge of a con- 


‘test, and its determination of a contest is 


final and cannot be reviewed. This is true 
because the State Constitution so provides. 
~ But the Legislature has plenary and final 
authority only where the State Constitution 
has given such authority. If it presumes to 
act in a manner not sanctioned by the State 
.Constitution, or to exercise powers not con- 
fided to it, its acts are a nullity. 

It has no power to affect the election of a 
Governor except (a) where the popular vote

If Donnell takes the oath of office next 
Monday,. any effort thereafter on the part 
of Mr. Stark to exercise the powers of the 
office will be void. Moreover, such an effort 
will lead at once to controversies that will 
require the courts to determine who is Gov- 
ernor.

To illustrate this, suppose the Legislature 
enacts an emergency relief bill and Stark 
signs it after Donnell has taken the oath. 
May the State Auditor honor the act and 
pay out the State’s money? Stark’s term 
expired when his successor was elected and 
qualified, by express constitutional pro- 
vision. His signature will not constitute 
executive approval, because he will not be 
the Governor. - 

A suit to enjoin the State Auditor or re- 
cover the. money will present a judicial 
question of the identity of the Governor. 

Or suppose Donnell issues a pardon or 
commutation to a convicted criminal. An 
appeal to the courts will raise the same 
question. Many such controversies may 
arise daily. Thus the courts must determine 
whether Donnell became Governor when 
elected (on the face of official returns) and 
qualified. 

I do not believe Gov. Stark will be party 
to an unconstitutional procedure, if he is 
fully advised. True, he is a Democrat. But 
he is a man of high principle and rugged. 
courage. He has never been accused or 
suspected of conspiring to violate the law 
or thwart the State Constitution, 

If he reads and fully understands the State 
Constitution, I believe he will refuse to 
pretend to be Governor to support a Punch- 
and-Judy performance in the Legislature. 

He’ should—and, as one of his

Boiler Inspector Proposes Educa- 
tion of Public in Proper Methods

Employment of a smoke inspec- 
tor, with the hope of educating per- 
sons who fire heating plants in 
homes, larger buildings and smaller 
industries of East St. Louis to elim- 
inate gmoke, was recommended to- 
day by Inspector of Boilers and 
Elevators Robert J. McClurken, in a 
report for the City Council. His 
proposal disregards the experience 
of St. Louis which found. educa- 
tional measures ineffective and 
turned to the compulsory use of 
smokeless fuel or automatic firing 
equipment. 

An inquiry by McClurken was 
ordered by the Council a month 
ago, as a result of the plea of 
Mayor Dickmann of St. Louis for 
co-operation of other cities against 
the smoke evil. McClurken said 
the greater part of East St. Louis 
smoke was produced by the type of 
places he suggested should be cov- 
ered by a smoke inspector, although 
a “majority” had mechanical stok- 
ers. He thought the stokers were 
not adjusted correctly or were not 
the correct kind or size, , 

Other points of his report were: 
“The railroads make some smoke, 
but not bad,” and locomotive fire- 
men need education in. handling 
smoke consumers; major industries 
within the city p oduce little smoke, 
but most of the heavy smoke comes 
from ‘large plants encircling the 
city; there is much foggy weather,

January re- 
lief checks and food, fuel and rent 
orders, most of which were due the 
first week of the month, have not 
been issued because of the lack ot 
funds. | 

The Social Security Commission 
has requested that it be authorized 
under the resolution to spend $2- 
975,000 a month for old-age pen- 
sions, direct relief, aid to depend- 
ent children and administration. 
Of this, $1,725,000 would be State 
founds and _ $1,250,000 Federal 
grants, : 


Delay on Relief Called “Civic 
Crime” by CIO Council. 

' The failure of the State Legisla- 
ture to make the desperate relief 
situation a first order of business 
was termed “a civic crime” in a 
resolution adopted last night by 
the St. Louis Industrial Union 
Council, central body of 100 local 
CIO unions. 

John W. Ballew, director of the 
St. Louis Social Security office, 
stated a week ago that unless new 
funds were made available immedi- 
ately, there would be “severe and 
widespread suffering.” Monthly 
fuel and food cards were issued last 
month to 17,500 persons on direct 
relief. The situation applies also to 
11,000 recipients of old-age pensions 
and to 2500 families receiving - aid 
for 6000 dependent children, Pri- 
vate welfare agencies have said 
they are unable to give material as- 
sistance’during the period State re- 
lief funds. are not available. 

The resolution, adopted after dis- 
cussion of specific instances of 
families in distress, reads as fol- 
lows: 

“The relief situation in Missouri 
is desperate, with funds for direct 
relief exhausted and thousands of 
persons brought to dire suffering 
as‘a result of that fact. 

“Whereas the State Legislature 
has convened and seems, on the 
basis of newspaper reports, to be 
concerned only with matters per- 
taining to the contest for the gov- 
ernorship, therefore be it 

“Resolved, that this council de- 
mand of all members of the Legis- 
lature that they give first and 


deeply serious consideration to the 


problem of relief and of furnishing 
funds so the direct relief may be 
resumed at once. Be it further 
“Resolved, that this council de- 
clare it to be the belief of the peo- 


‘| ple it represents (about 50,000 CIO 


members) that the failure of the 
Legislature to give first considera- 
tion to the relief situation is a 
civic crime against the thousands 
dependent upon relief.”

‘Peter Wimsey’ Author Takes Church 
To Task for Its Ideas on Morality 


MALVERN, England, Jan. 9 
(AP).—Oxford-educated Dorothy L. 
Sayers, author of the Lord Peter 
Wimsey detective stories, told the 
Archbishop of York’s Committee on 
Post-War Reconstruction yesterday 
that Christian churches in the past 
century had failed to give “to the 


sweetening of intellectual corrup- 


tion” a quarter of the energy they 
spent in nosing out personal im- 
morality. 

Miss Sayers, daughter of a clergy- 
man, accused the churches of one- 
sided morality, declaring that they 
had failed to denounce “cheating” 
with anything like the vehemence 
with which they attacked “legalized 
adultery.” 

“But one was easy and the other 
was not,” she added. 

“The law cares little for sacra- 
ments, but it is reluctant to alter 
marriage laws because such altera- 
tions upset the orderly devolution 


feven if it were universal 


of property.” 

She said personal immorality, 
“could 
not bring the world so near ship- 
wreck as that pride, that avarice, 
that intellectual sloth which the 
church has forgotten to write in 
the table of its capital sins. 

“To upset legalized cheating the 
church must tackle the Government 
in its very stronghold, while to 
cope with intellectual corruption 
she will have to affront all those 
who exploit it—the politicians, the 
press and the more influential part 
of her own congrégations. 
“Therefore she will acquiesce in 
a definition of immorality so one- 
sided it deforms the very meaning 
of the word by restricting it to sex- 
ual offenses.” 

Miss Sayers spoke before the con- 
ference which is considering “how 
Christian thought can be shaped to 
play a leading part in post-war re- 
construction.”

ite and Canned Vegetables. 

alone causes no loss 
of vitamin C in vegetables, but the 
blanching, cooling, and other proc- 
esses in preparing vegetables for 
freezing cause some loss. 

Cooked frozen peas contain about 
the same amount of vitamin C as 
do fresh peas cooked immediately 
after they have been gathered from 
the garden. A loss occurs if ‘the 
peas stand several hours or days. 

Canned vegetables, like frozen 
ones, may be better sources of vita- 
min C than cooked fresh vegetables, 
for in both canning and freezing 
only vegetables of good quality are 
used. They are picked at the best 
stage and canned or frozen imme- 
diately, 

Long storage of canned vegetab- 
bles frequently results in consider- 
able loss of vitamin C. The loss 
during canning and storage may 
vary widély, depending upon the 
kind of vegetable, the methods of 
canning, the length of time stored, 
and a number of other things. The. 
loss is greater in non-acid than in 
acid vegetables. 

As much of the vitamin C may 
be in the juice of a canned veg- 
etable as in the vegetable itself.' 
This juice or water should also be 
used in soups, gravies, etc. 


Creamed Codfish on Toast. 

Cover one-half pound dried salt 
codfish with cold water. Bring 
slowly to a boil. Drain, and re- 
peat once or twice if the fish is 
very salty, using fresh water each 
time. Flake fish into large pieces. 
Combine with two cups medium 
white sauce. Cook one-fourth cup 
salt pork cubes (half-inch size) in 
skillet until crisp and golden 
brown. Fold into creamed fish and 
serve at once on slices of freshly- 
made toast.

Fruit or Custard Filling in Ten- 
der Flaky Crust Tops 
List of Sweets. 


There is no use trying to satisfy 
men’s taste for dessert with soft 
puddings or sponges. They want 
pie with deep fruity fillings and 
melt in the mouth crusts like 


“mother used to make.” 

At least, that is the information 
according to a survey made recent- 
ly. So pie it is, with apple topping 
the list and. followed closely by 
cherry, lemon and pumpkin. 

Perfect pie crust should be del- 
icate in flavor, tender and at the 
same time crisp and flaky. The 
under crust should not be soggy, 
and the fruit filling should be con- 
tained within the crust and not 
bubbling out of it. 

Measure In 

Ingredients should be measured 
carefully for best results in pie 
crust. Water should be used spar- 
ingly and the dough should be han- 
died as little as possible if the crust 
is to be flaky and delicate. It is a 
good idea to miake up pastry for 
more than one pie at a time. The 
moist dough will keep at least a 
week in the refrigerator ‘if, it is 
wrapped in waxed paper. If you 
want to keep the mixture longer 
leave out the water. The dry mix- 
ture consisting of flour shortening 
and salt can be stored for two. or 
three weeks and used as needed. 
Measure two and one-half cups 
dry mixture for a two-crust pie or 
one and one-half cups for a single 
crust pie. Add water as needed. 

To prevent a soaked lower crust, 
one of these suggestions should be 
followed: sprinkle the lower crust 
with flour before filling; sprinkle 
lower crust with minute tapioca, 
or brush the lower crust with light- 
ly beaten egg white and allow to 
dry before adding filling. 

? Pie Crust. 

Three cups flour. 

One and one-half teaspoons salt. 

One cup lard or shortening. 

Eight to nine tablespoons 
water. 

Sift flour and salt together three 
times into large bowl. Add lard 
or shortening. With two knives 
held upright in the hands or with 
a pastry blender cut and mix the 
lard into the flour until the mix- 
ture looks like coarse cornmeal. 
Measure water and start adding, a 
tablespoon at a time, to the dry 
mixture, blending it with one of the 
knives. Add just enough water to 
make the dry mixture hold togeth- 
er when pressed with the knife. 
Flours vary in their absorption and 
may require more or less water. 
Chill dough before rolling. Makes 
three single or one double ane one 
single crust.

ing the nation’s currency. None 
was quite so bad and bold as open- 
ly printing money, just forcing peo- 
ple to take engraved paper without 
any real value behind it for their 
goods. and services, Nothing was 
quite as bad as that, but all slant- 
ed in that direction and one. law 
authorized the President to do just 
that to the extent of three billion 
dollars... 

Among them was the authority 

anted to the President to debase 

he value of the dollar by buying 
gold and paying twice as much for 
it as it is worth, and to buy silver 
for much more than it is worth 
and issue dollars against that 
phony price at a still higher figure. 
Another, more difficult to explain, 
was the plan and practice of spend-/ 
ing billions more than the Govern- 
ment had, paying for it by bonds 
gold to the banks (rather than to 
individuals) and allowing the 


banks to pay for the bonds simply |, 


by crediting the Government with 
the price of the bonds. 
Limit Needed. 

Without going into too much de- 
tail, the tendency of this is exactly 
the same as printing bales of irre- 
deemable money, unless some limit 
is put on the bank’s power to use 
this swiftly increasing mountain of 
credit as though it were actually 
money deposited by the customers 
from earnings or sale of goods. It 
expanded the amount of “bank” 
money to fantastical heights, just 
as printing truck loads of fiat pa- 
per money expands the currency. 
The effect of either kind of expan- 
gion sooner or later is to make 


people afraid of the value of money |} 


and start an upward spiral of prices 
or downward spiral of the value of 
money; which is the same thing, 
and both are “inflation.” 

Briefly, the Federal Reserve rec- 
ommends putting a limit or a stop 
to all these authorizations and -prac- 


tices and also to put a limit on the |’ 


amount of our vast gold hoard that. 
ean be used-as a basis for further 
increases in the volume of either 
bank or actual money. None of 
these authorizations was used in 


full, and none actually produced) 


the real inflationary effects for 
which all were designed, but the 
danger exists. 


Wise, Timely Move. 


Probably not many people will go 
to the trouble to understand this or 
get very much excited about it, but 
it is a wise and timely move 
against as great a danger td na- 
tional security and defense as war 
itself, the danger of wartime price 
inflation. 

It never has been controlled be- 
fore, but it. must be controlled this 
time. If it isn’t, it will double or 
treble the costs of living, of Govern- 
ment and of war itself. If that is 
permitted, in view of the tremen- 
dous debt we have and the even 
greater expense we face, it possibly 
could bankrupt this nation, and it 
certainly would increase the bur- 
dens of our long-suffering people 
to the breaking point.

ASE R-152: Pearl B., aged 23, is a beautiful girl who has 
become a problem to her family. 
“She used to have such a jolly personality and was so 
friendly that everybody loved her,” Pearl’s older sister in- 
formed me.

she had a severe attack of scarlet 
fever and lost some of her hear- 
ing. During the last two years, 
in fact, she has become so deaf 
y fhat she had to take up lip-read- 
ing.. She can now get along pret- 
ty well as long as she sees the 
speaker’s face, but she does miss 
a great deal of conversation. We 
have noticed lately that she is 
becoming suspicious of people. 
She speaks sharply’ to us, 
and seems to think that peo- 
ple are talking behind her back. 
Dr. Crane, is this a natural reactibn to her deafness?”

DIAGNOSIS: Yes, this is rather common, especially among 
deaf people who once have had normal hearing. I doubt if it 
is so characteristic of the congenitally deaf. When the former 
see their associates laughing, but have failed to understand 
what has caused the merriment, they tend to grow suspicious. 
They may feel that they are being mocked or talked about 
behind their backs. Even we normal-hearing people know 
something of this feeling, for most of us have encountered a 
similar experience where we have entered a room just at the 
completion of a joke and have misunderstood the laughter that 
went on around us. Lip-reading is a great boon to everybody, 
including those of us who can hear normally. When we see 
the speaker's face, we understand his words much better, for 
we have subconsciously learned some of the principles of lip- 
reading. o

_ THE DEAF PERSON may be forced to rely entirely on 
th movement of the lips. By scientific drill, he hag learned 
that the vowel sound of “oo,” ag in “fool,” makes us purse 
our lips into a smaller circle than when we utter the long “9,” 
Look at yourself in a mirror while you recite the vowels 
a-e-l-o-u, and you will observe several distinctive positions of 
your mouth which are characteristic of definite vowel sounds. 
Many of the consonants, too, always present a distinctive pic- 
ture. For example, we place our upper front teeth on our 
lower lip momentarily in utt the letter “f." But we do 
the same thing with “v,” though we vocalize in the throat with 
“y.". Since the deaf person cannot hear this throat sound on 
our “v,” he frequently confuses “f” with “v.” Sometimes entire 
words look exactly alike to him, as “mama” and “papa.” Be- 
cause of these homophenous words, as they are called, even the 
most brilliant lip reader is considerably handicapped, and must 
try to fill in the gaps by catching the general drift of the con- 
versation. ;

éé UR 12-year-old son is driv- 
0* us frantic with his war 
talk. No matter what the 
subject under discussion may be 
he drags in something about what 
he is going to do to the enemy. He 
will scalp him, hang him, blow him 
up with bombs, fight with planes 
and ships-and armies and wipe him 
off the earth with one blast from 
his battle fleet. He dreams, lives, 
talks war. What can be done 
about it?” — 

Give him some work, some kind 
of game, on which he can vent 
this excitement. The radio and 
the newspapers and the talk of the 
people on the streets as well as in 
the homes stimulates some children 
unduly, and they will. have to be 
given some occupation that absorbs 
this or they will be ill. 

During the last war we had 4 
few boys who were overstimulated 
by the war news. They tried to 
enlist and almost succeeded once 
or twice, although they were from 
12 to 14 years of age.
